Live  Births: 

359  live  births  were  registered  giving  an  adjusted  birth. rate  of  14.0,  as 
compared  with  13.97  for  1965  and  16.13  for  1964. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  was  55.71  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with 
55.1  for  the  previous  year,  and  a rate  of  79.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths: 

6 stillbirths  were  registered  for  1966  as  compared  with  7 for  1965  and  9 
for  1964. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  stillbirths. during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality: 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1966  compared  with 
12  for  1965  and  13  for  1964.  Of  these,  2 were  neonatal  deaths  compared  with  8 
for  1965  and  7 for  1964.

The  infantile  mortality .rates  per  1,000  live. births  for. the. last. 4 years. were  as 
follows i - 11.14  for  1966;  .33,06  for  1965;  .30.09  for  1984;  .33.82  for  1963. 

There. were  no  illegitimate. inf ant. deaths. in  the. Borough -during. the  year.  The 
.numbers. of  stillbirths  and: deaths  of  infants  were  the  lowest  recorded  for  over  20  years, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  infant  and  perinatal  mortality  rates  for  the  Borough, 
.which  have  not  compared  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  previous 
3 years  are  now  more  than  favourable  by  comparison.  The  birth  rate,  however,  continues 
to  be  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This,  combined  with  the  continuing' pattern 
of  excess  of  deaths  (477)  over  live  births  (359)  perhaps  reflects  some  of  the  industrial 
uncertainty  of  the  area  during  the  past  decade  or  so.  This  trend  must  cause  some  con- 
cern to  all  persons  interested  in  the  future  of  the  area,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  can 
soon  be  corrected.

Nine  accidental  deaths  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
ten  in  1965.  Five  of  these  accidents  were  in  the  age  group  65  years  and  over. 
Within  this  age  group  three  persons  died  as  a result  of  falls  in  the  home  or  at  hos- 
pital for  Chronic  Sick,  one  as  a result  of  an  accident  at  nis  work  and  the  other  a 
drowning  fatality.  The  other  four  accidental  deaths  were  caused  by:-

Once  again  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  that,  in  an  age  when  one  read,  heard 
and  viewed  so  much  concerning  deaths  involving  motor  vehicle  collisions  and  motor 
vehicle/pedestrian  accidents,  only  one  such  death  occurred  in  the  Borough.  There 
were  no  such  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Home  Help  Service,  even  performing  much  useful  work  in  the  performance  of 
essential  duties  of  the  household,  leaves  much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
other  needs  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  There  is  still  considerable  scope  for 
voluntary  work  in  this  sphere. 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  112.  This  excess  of  deaths  over 
births  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  Borough  for  the  last  ten  years. 
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Cancer : 

Cancer  deaths  increased  from  80  in  1965  to  96  in  1968.  51  of  these  deaths 

were  in  males  and  12  in  females.  This  increase  was  due  to  an  increase  in  deaths 

caused  by  cancer  of  the  lungs. 

There  were  28  male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  as  compared 
with  9 for  1965.  There  was  1 female  death  due  to  lung  cancer,  being  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.

There  were  9 deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  breast  and  6 due  to  cancers  of  the 
uterus,  and  16  due  to  cancer  of  the  stomach. 

The  attention  of  the  public  must  again  be  drawn  to  the  increased  number. of 
deaths  from  lung  cancer , and  the  relationship  of  this  disease  to  cigarette  smok- 
ing. Tne  importance  of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  many  forms  of  cancer, 
resulting  in  complete  cures  was  clearly  demonstrated  by  films  relating  to  cancers 
of  the  breast  and  uterus  shown  at  the  public  hall  during  the  year.  The  film 
show  was  organised  by  the  local  committee  of  the  Cancer  Campaign  for  Research 
British  Empire  and  was  attended  by  a large  gathering  of  representatives  of  ladies 
organisations  of  the  area. 
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Diphtherias 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in. the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

Even  though  there  was  an  increase  of  4 children  vaccinated  as  compared  with . the 
previous  year  it  is  disappointing,  once  again,  to  report  a decrease  of. children 
immunised: in  the  age  group  0 - 5 years.  Only  208  children  in  this  age  group. were 
immunised  as  compared  with  222  in  the  previous  year.  It  would  appear  that  there  is 
a certain  amount  of  complacency  on  the  part  of  some. parents  with  regard  to  immunisation 
against  this  disease.  Young. parents  who  have  had  no  experience  of  this  disease  must 
be  made  aware  of  the  severity  of  and  the  high  death  rate  caused  by  this  disease  in. the 
not  so  far  distant . past . Once  again,  this  year,  I cannot  overstress  the  great  import- 

ance of  immunisation  against  this  disease,  as  it  is  only  by  maintaining  a high  .’level 
of  immunisation  in  the  population. that  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  can  be  avoided.

Scarlet  Fever; 

One  case,  a female  in  the  age  group  5-9  years  was  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  1965. 

Whooping  Cough; 

There  were  no  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
eighteen  cases  in  1965.  Tie  number  of  children,  under  5 years  of  age,  vaccinated 
against  Whooping  Cough  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  totalled  208. 

Measles; 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  fifty 
five  females  and  sixty  three  males.  Thirty  eight  of  these  cases  were  in  the  age  group 
5 9 years.  Tie  number  of  cases  for  1965  was  98  and  146  for  1964. 
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Meningococcal  Infection: 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas: 

One  case  was  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Dysentery: 

Eleven  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during. the  year , as 
compared  with  thirty  three  cases  in  1965.  All  the  cases  were  investigated. 

Faeces  samples  from  all  the  notified. cases  and  contacts  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory . for  examination  and  the  Laboratory  reported  the  following  results :- 

Salmonella  Typhimurium  1 

Negative  30 

Food  Poisoning: 

One  case  of  Food  Poisoning  and  another  case,  originally  notified. as  Dysentery, 
were  investigated.  Another  case,  a contact  to  a general  outbreak  of  Food  Poison- 
ing at  Lampeter,  was  also  investigated. 

Details  of  the  three  cases  investigated  are  as  follows :- 

Sporadic  Cases 

(a)  The  first  case,  a male  aged  70  years,  was  admitted  to  the  Llanelli  General 
Hospital  suffering  from  anaemia.  Whilst  in  hospital,  a sample  of  faeces : was 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination . The  result  showed 
Salmonella  Typhimurium. present,  and  the  patient  was  transferred  to  Hill  House 
Hospital,  Swansea.  The  case  was  investigated  and  faeces  samples  were  taken 
from  six  contacts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 

The  result  was  negative  in  all  cases.  It  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the 
source  of  the  infection. 

(b)  The  second  case  of  a male  aged  17  years  was  originally  notified  as  a case 
of  Dysentery.  The  case  was  investigated. and  faeces. samples  were  taken  from. the 
patient  and  contacts,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examina- 
tion. The  result  showed  Salmonella  Typhimurium. present  in  the  sample  collected 
from  the  patient,  all  the  others  being  negative.  The  patient  was  followed  up 
after  treatment  by  his  doctor,  and  subsequent  samples. were  negative.  It  was  not 
possible  to  ascertain  the  source  of  the  infection. 
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General  Outbreak 

(c)  Ibis  case,  a man  aged  38  years,  was  notified  by  me  as  a contact  to  a general 
outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  at  Lampeter.  A sample  of  faeces  was  collected  from 
him  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  result 
showed  Salmonella  Typhimurium  present  The  outbreak  was  investigated  at  Lampeter 
and,  I am  given  to  understand,  the  infection  was  traced  back  to  a farm  which  had 
supplied  turkeys,  the  meat  of  which  had  been  eaten  in  sandwiches  at  a dinner  held 
in  Lampeter . 

Typhoid; 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  were  reported  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Venereal  Disease; 

Thirty  seven  persons  from  Carmarthenshire  were  treated  at  the  Venereal  Disease 
Clinic  at  Llanelli  as  compared  with  twenty  se  en  in  1965.  These  cases .comprised 
of  one  of  Syphilis,  seven  of  Gonorrhoea  and  twenty  nine  of  other  conditions. 

As  from  30th  September.,  1967,  the  Clinic  held  at  Bryntirion  Hospital,  Llanelli 
will  be  closed. 


Infec  tious  Disease  - Immunisation; 

In  infectious  disease  prevention  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
young  children  (0  - 5 years  age  group)  immunised  against  poliomyelitis,  but  there 
was  a continuing  decline  in  the  number  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough.  It  should  be  stressed  that  the  prevention  of  epidemics  of  such  diseases 
as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  etc  , depends  mainly  on  the  percent- 
age of  children  in  the  population  who  have  received  protective  immunisation  against 
these  diseases

There  was  one  female  death  attributable  to  Non- pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year. 


The  provisional  death  rate  for  Ehgland  and  Wales  for  1966  was  43  per  million 
persons  for  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  and  5 per  million  persons  for  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis. 


The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  through  the  Chest  Physicians. 

Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients : should  be 
addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculous  and  other 
patients,  by  provision  of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home  help  assistance. 

In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters. are  available  for  certain  Tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost. of  the  travelling 
expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.  In 
practice,  it  has  been  found  that  the  great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance 
have  been  by  relatives  of  Tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  which  are  not  less 
than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  and  is  subject  to  the  following 
conditions 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the  patient's  serious 
condition,  or  that  the  visit  would,  in  medical  opinion,  do  the  patient 
good  and  aid  response  to  the  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives  concerned . are 
unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  resources  without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  restricted  to  one  relative 
every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two  months,  unless  a senior  member  of 
the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
essential  on  account  of  the  patient's  serious  condition.

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods: 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  are  now  distributed,  under  arrangement,  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

Ihe  Centre  is  open  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  at  Brynmair  Clinic,  Goring  Road, 
Llanelli. 

Home  Nursing  Equipment: 

Sick-room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for  patients  at  home 
can  be  obtained  as  follows 

(a)  Red  Cross  Society,  6 West  Ehd:  6.30  p.m.  - 7.30  p.m.  each  evening. 

(b)  From  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Equipment  provided  under  these  arrangements  include  air  beds,  air  rings, 
bed  cradles,  bed  oans,  back  rests,  urinals,  waterproof  sheets,  etc.  Patients 
are  charged  according  to  their  circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the  article. 

Home  Help  Service: 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

The  area  organiser  is  available  for  interviews,  etc.,  at  6 John  Street,  on  Monday 
afternoons  between  2.30  p.m.  and  4.0  p.m. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases  where 
the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home, 
and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance, 
domestic  help  on  a more  limited  scale  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 

The  Health  Department  collaborate  closely  with  the  officials  responsible  for 
the  services  enumerated  above . 

Mental  Health  Service: 

The  Officer  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1961,  for  the  provision  and  care  and  treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffer- 
ing from  mental  illness  is  Mr.  Dewi  A.  David,  'Glen  View",  Gwendraeth  Town,  Kidwelly. 
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Mental  Subnormals: 

Hie  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment,  super- 
vision and  general  welfare,  of  the  mentally  subnormal. 

Supervisory. home  visits  are  made. by  Mental  Welfare  Officers. and  a limited  amount 
of  heme  teaching  of  mental  subnormals  is  also  carried  out. 

He  Training  Centre  at  Llanelli  has  relieved  the  parents  of  a heavy  burden  and 
has  opened,  wider  fields  of  experience  to  this  unfortunate. section  of  the  community, 

A new  Junior  Centre  is  under  course  of  construction  at  Heol, Goff a,  Llanelli  and 
should  be  conpleted. early  next  year. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service: 

Here  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelli  General  Hospital  and  the  services 
of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  technicians  and  four  trainee  technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  groiqping  and  cross  matching  are  part  of  the  normal  Laboratory  routine 
and  a twenty-four  hours  service  is  maintained  for  emergencies. 

He  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visited  the  area  periodically. during  the  year,  and 
in  all  1,359  donations  were  received  in  comparison  with  1,472  donations  for  the 
previous  year. 

He  figure  of  usage  of  blood  by  the  Llanelli  Hospitals  during  the  year  is  not 
known,  but  is  included  in  the  figure  usage  of  blood  by  all  hospitals  in  the  Glantawe 
area.

Even  though  there  was  a small  increase  of  18  donations  received  at  the 
rlanelli  Town  Sessions,  it  is  a little  disappointing  to  report  a decrease  of 
113  donations  lor  tne  whole  of  the  Llanelli  area  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year . 

The  Health  Department  collaborates  very  closely  with  the  National  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  when  they  visit  the  area  in  the  displaying  of  posters,  etc., 
announcing  their  forthcoming  sessions  as  well  as  the  permanent  posters  displayed 
in  the  town  showing  the  great  need  for  blood. 

Most. people  can. donate. blood. to  the. Blood  Bank,  and  the  amount  of  blood 
taken  : is  quickly  replaced  fr om : the  body  s reserve . This .reserve : is  replaced ; in 
a matter  of : days.  ; With  the  everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for  blood, . I, 
once  more,  appeal  that  when  the  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visits  the  area  in  future 
even  more  donations  will  be  forthcoming. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children:

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


Water  Supply: 

The  Corporation's  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the  Llanelli  and  District 
Water  Board  on  the  1st  October,  1962.  Prior  to  the  take  over  the  Undertaking 
consisted  of;- 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having  a capacity  of  200 
million  gallons. 

Ob)  Hie  Upper  Lliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having  a capacity  of 
200  million  gallons. 

(c)  Hie  river  intake  of  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  which  affords  a supply  of  3 
million  gallons  per  day. 

(d)  An  intake  of  the  River  Towy  designed  to  abstract  6.1  million  gallons 
per  day,  of  which  one  million  gallons  per  day  is  reserved  for  the 
Carmarthen  Rural  District  Council,  half  a million  gallons  per  day 
for  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council,  and  600,000  gallons  per 
day  for  the  Llanelli  Rural  District  Council. 

There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough. limits 

(i)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated. by  slow  sand  filters 
and/or  chloramine,  and 

(ii)  trade  water  mains  which  deliver  water  (chlorinated  only)  for  ind- 
ustrial purposes. 

'foe  water  supply  of  the  area  is  generally  satisfactory . in  both  its  quantity  and 
quality . 

Thirty  samples  of  tap  water  were  taken,  by  the  Health  Department,  for  bacteriolog- 
ical examination.  In  addition,  copies  of  reports  on  samples  submitted. by  the  Llanelli 
and  District  Water  Board  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  were  re- 
ceived by  myself,  and  the  position  can  only  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory  from  the 
point  of  purity  of  the  water  supply. 

r liter  Distribution  in  Llanelli  and  District  rater  Hoard  Area: 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered  water  for  domestic  purposes . during  the 
year  was  5,177,000  gallons,  and  for  trade  purposes  3,826,000  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes .during  the  year  was 
66.02  gallons. 
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The  total  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  was  24,770  for  an  estimated  pop- 
ulation of  78,410. 


Rainfall  - Llanelli  Borough: 

The  total  rainfall  for  1966  was  60.20  inches  as  against  54.82  inches  for  1965 
and  38.01  for  1964. 

Rain  fell  on  224  days  and  the  maximum  fall  in  24  hours  occurred  on  the  22nd 
April,  1966  when  1.30  inches  were  recorded  on  the  24  hours  ended  at  9.  0 a.m.  on 
the  23rd  April,  1966.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

All  the  houses : in  the  Borough  are  provided  with  dust  bins.  This  has  proved  an 
unqualified  success ; not  only  aesthetically , but . also  ■:  in  the  reduction  or ; elimination 
of .nuisances,  etc.,  caused :by ? flies,  vermin  and  rodents. 

The  refuse  collected : is ; disposed  of  at  the  Council ! s Refuse  Tip,  and  controlled 
tipping, : in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry. of  Health,  is  being 
operated.  This  has  led  to  considerable  improvement : in  the : conditions  of  the  tip. 
:Regular  supervisory  visits .are  made  by . my  staff . The  Rodent  Operator  also  makes 

regular  visits,  and  he  reports  that  rodent  infestation  is.no  longer  a serious  problem . 

The ; estimated  amount  of  refuse . collected . in : the . period  1st  April , 1966 - to : 31st 
March,  1967,  was  10; 759  tons,  which  was  less  than  the  estimated  12,105  tons  for  the 
previous  year . This  reduction  follows  the  -introduction . of  the  once : instead  of  twice 
: weekly  t collection  of : household  refuse , dur ing  the  year . 

Litter  Act,  1958: 

-Litter  bins  are  distributed  on  the  main  highways  of  the  town  and  the  improvement 
: in  the  cleanliness  of  the  town  since  these  were  supplied : is  being  maintained . 

Rivers  and  Streams: 

The -River ’Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally  polluted  by  the 
throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river.  This  was  guarded  against  as  much  as 
possible. 


HOUSING 

Unsatisfactory  conditions  in  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation  are  investigated 
by  the  members  of  the  Health  Department.  In  the  allocation  of  Council  Houses,  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department  schedule  overcrowded  cases. and,  where  appropriate, 
make ; specific ; recommendations . Tuberculosis . cases  are  given . special . consideration 

. and . priority . in  rehousing . Investigation . of  applications  for  housing  on  medical 

grounds : is. now. an  important  added  feature  to  the  work  of  the  Department.  The 
investigation  of  applications  for  O.A.P.  dwellings  and  the  allocation  of  such  dwel- 
lings is  undertaken  by  the  Department.  Services  to  deal  effectively  with  a small 
number . of . pr  oblem . families . which  require  intensive  remedial . measures . cannot .be 
regarded  as  adequate. 

Overcrowding: 

The  number . of  families . living  under . overcrowded . conditions . was  92  involving 
270  persons.  This  number  is  a slight  decrease  as  conpared  with  124  families  for 
1965. 
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Provision  of  Houses: 

Up  t0  the  end  of  19665  the  Town  C°uncil  had  erected  3,154  houses,  of  which 
788  are  situated  in  the  Llanelli  Rural  District  area.

The  demand  for  accommodation  for  the  Old  Age  Persons  is  still  increasing, 
particularly  for  the  single  persons.

Dealer  s licences,  Pasteuriser  s licences  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Producer’s 
licences  are  issued  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food. 

Sampling: 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council,  being  the  Food  and  Drugs  and  Licensing  Authority,  are 
responsible  for  the  sampling  of  milk  in  the  Borough.  In  addition  to  samples  taken 
by  them,  the  Public  Health  Department  submitted  12  samples  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Riosphatase  test.  All  the  samples 
complied  with  the  standard  of  the  Phosphatase  test,  3 of  the  samples  failing  to  comply 
with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

During  the  year  thirty  samples  of  ice  cream  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratories for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  tests.  Twenty  eight  of  these  samples 
were  pronounced  to  be  "Satisfactory*1,  whilst  the  other  two  as  "Unsatisfactory". 

A31  the  ice  cream  vendors  are  supplied  with  the  result  of  the  examination  of 
samples  taken  from  them,  and  copies  of  the  results  are  also  sent  to  the  manufacturers 
in  cases  where  the  retailer  is  not  the  manufacturer. 

It  is  the  practice  for  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  follow  up  unsatisfactory 
samples  and  take  subsequent  samples  to  ensure  that  the  standard  is  improved. 

The  improvement  in  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  ice  cream  during  the  past  years 
is  due  to  the  attention  given  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  this  commodity.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Atmospheric  Pollution: 

Hie  Town  Council  is  one  of  the  147  representative  towns  measuring  smoke  and  sul- 
phur dioxide  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  in  respect  of  a national  survey  of  air  pollu- 
tion in  Great  Britain. 
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Volumetric  recording  instruments  for  the  measure  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
are  sited  at  the  Old  Town  Hall/Public  Library,  Parc  Howard  Mansion  and  at  the  Public 
Mortuary.  Daily  recordings  are  taken  and  analysed,  the  results  of  which  are  sent 
to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

The  statistics  and  graphs  show  a similar  pattern  to  those  of  1963,  1964  and 
1965,  but  with  a slight  decrease  in  the  average  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentra- 
tion for  the  town  as  a whole.

Moveable  Dwellings: 

Morfa  Caravan  Site 

This  site  was  set  up  to  meet  the  needs  of  23  - 24  of  the  ’gypsy  type  caravan 
dwellers  of  the  area.  The  conditions  on  the  site  and  the  behaviour  of  +he  occupants 
continue  to  show  slow  but  steady  improvement  The  children  from  the  sice  attend 
local  schools. 

Although  the  standard  of  living  of  the  van  dwellers  generally  continues  to  rise, 
it  has  become  apparent  that  a section  of  them,  usually  with  small  children,  find  it 
extremely  difficult  to  'make  ends  meet"  at  certain  periods  of  the  year.  This  retards 
the  rate  of  improvement  on  the  site  as  a whole  and  poses  financial  problems  when 
considering  added  amenities  such  as  individual  electricity  points  for  each  caravan 
standing. 

Noise  Abatement  Society: 

The  Town  Council  became  Members  of  the  Society  in  1959. 

Offensive  Trades: 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  under  Section  107  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  renewal  of  the  Consent  to  the  continuation  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  offensive  trade  of  rag  and  bone  dealer  at  premises  in  Ehibankment  Road 
and  Nevill  s Dock. 

Both  were  licensed. 

The  Town  Council  during  the  year  also  renewed  its  consent  to  the  establishment 
of  a trade  of  Gutscraper . 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964: 

Six  scrap  metal  dealers  were  registered  within  the  Borough  during  1966,  bring- 
ing the  total  number  of  scrap  dealers  registered  to  39. 

Paddling  Pools; 

The  four  paddling  pools  in  the  Borough  have  become  very  popular,  with  the 
children,  and  were  well  patronised  during  the  season. 
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Swimming  Pool: 

Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Health  Department  for  examination, 
to  ensure  that  high  standards  of  cleanliness  or  purity  are  maintained. 

Health  Education: 

During  the  year  a poster . campaign  was  carried  out  in  the  district.  Various  post- 
ers dealing  with  Food  Hygiene,  Accidents. in  the  Home,  Health  Matters,  Blood  Transfusion 
Service,  etc.,  were  distributed  in  'bus  shelters  and  on  public  buildings.  Whilst  the 
actual  results  of  such  a campaign  cannot  be  measured,  it  is  hoped  that  the  information 
given  has  alleviated  and  minimised. some  of  the  suffering  which  is  brought  about  by 
ignorance  and  neglect  of  such  matters.
